2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-25 meet the novelty, inventive step and industiral applicability criteria under PCT Article 33(2)-33(4) as follows: 

Claim 1 recites a method to prepare individualized dosage of a medicaton comprising the recdving of information indentiftdng of an 
individual patient, the medication and die desired dosage and the time to take the medication, ThCTe is the selecting of at least two 
peUets comprising of the medicament. There is the combining of the pellets into a smgle capsule to prepare an individualized dosage 
that alone or in integral multiples provides the desired dosage. 

Claim 10 also recites the method of clahn 1 and further that tiiere is the packaging of the single container wifli instructions to add the 
liquid to die contents of a sin^e ccmtainer to prepare a liquid dosage. 

Claim 17 recites a system for preparing an individualized dosage havmg first, second and third databases. There is a processor 
associated with the databases to identify a capsule of peUets alone or in integral multiples. There is a mechanical transport system to 
prepasre the capsule formulation and transports the inventory from a storage area. Fimally, there is a dispensing station that recieves 
the identified inventory from the transport systeno/ 

Claim 22 recites the systems of claun 17 in additions to a consolidating station to package tiie contahier witii written instractions to add 
the liquid to the contents of the container.
